Roundhouse at York. 


Williftm A. Myers, about 21 years old, 


A night hostler at the Northern Central 
Railroad roundhouse in York, wasdecap 
itated Tuesday inornuig by a wheel of the 
freight engine under which he was work- 
ing. 
The head was cleanly severed from 
the body, the great weight upon the wheel 
forcing the socket of the spine from the 
skull, and the sharp edge of the flange 
severing the flesh like a knife. Not a 
bone was broken. 


Myers, who had been employed on the 
railroad snce February 1, boarded with 
his aunt. Mi's. Agnes B. Heltel, at 225 
South Beaver street. 
He was in the ash 
pit in front of the roundhouse when the 
accident occurred. 
A big freight engine 
had been pushed across the pit and My- 
ers was engaged in scraping out the ash 
pan. 
It was about 10 minntes before 6 
o'clock at which hour the night hostlers 
go off duty. 
While Myers was in the ash. 
pit, Grant Shoemaker, another night host- 
ler, is said to have mounted into the cab 
of the engine intending to run it out to 
get another engine \Vich was in the way 
of a passenger train almost due. 
Shoe- 
maker, it is said, rang the bell until he 
was sure the way was clear, and then op- 
ened the throttle. As the locomotive ntiirt- 
ed ahead he and two other hoatlere, Will- 
iam Powell and Charles Ritter, heard a 
single loud shriek. 
Shoemaker quickly 
broaght the engine to a stop, while Tow- 
el ran to investigate. 
He saw a man*s 
head sticking out of the ash pit and cauirht 
the hair, thinking to drag him out. 
In- 
stead, to his horror, he almost fell back- 
ward when he found that he held aloft 
only the severed head. 
The body lay in 
the ash pit, breast upward one hand still 
upon the ecraper the man had been using. 
Death had conie with lightning swiftness. 


Myers evidently heard the bell ringing 
and either not realizing that it was the 
bell of the engine above him, 'or not un- 
derstanding its significance, put his head 
out under the wheel to see what was go- 
ing on, when the wheel caught his neck. 


The body was Wednesday morning tak- 
en to Littlestown near which borough is 
the former home of the dead man's par- 
ents.

Hafrisburff, Pa,, March 29. — The 
tDormous profits of John H. Sanderson 
k Co., of Philadelphia, contractor for 
the furnishings of the new capítol, 
were disclosed In detail at the sesslona 
of the capítol investigating commis- 
sion. The sub-contractors for the fur- 
niture and interior woodwork supplied 
by Sanderson upon his contract with 
the board of public grounds and build- 
ingc testified to the prices they were 
paid by the contractor. 


Their testimony showed that some of 
the work was done through Payne & 
Co., contractors for^ the construction 
of the building, as sub-contractors for 
Sanderson, who supplied all the fur- 
nishings 
except 
the 
metallic 
filing 
cases. 
After the sub-contractors had 
been called and testified to the prices 
they received from Sanderson or Payne 
the ofilcial records were produced by 
James Cameron, auditor for the com- 
mission, to show what Sanderson re- 
ceived for the furnishings. 


No attempt was made to show that 
the schedule upon which 
Sanderson 
was awarded the capítol furnishing 
contract was so arranged as to make 
intelligent bidding impossible. 
This 
has already been brought out by the 
testimony of several bidders, who said 
they could get no information from 
Architect 
Joseph M. Huston 
upon 
which to make an Intelligent bid. 


It was shown that the state paid 
Sanderson $94,208 for the woodwork 
in the governor's suite, exclusive of 
the grand reception room, for which 
the sub-contractor was paid $16,089.75. 
Sanderson 
collected from the state 
$62,486.40 for the woodwork In the 
senate postofiice, telegraph room and 
other rooms about the senate cham- 
ber, for which the sub-contractor was 
paid $6145. 


The testimony also showed that tho 
state paid Sanderson $3256.80 for a 
mahogany case in the senate barber 
shop for which the sub-contractor re- 
ceived only $325. 
Sanderson collected 
$1619.20 for a mahogany 
bootblack 
stand In the senate 
lavatory which 
was supplied to him by a sub-con- 
tractor for $50, exclusive of two chairs, 
which cost $25 each, and the foot rests, 
the cost of which did not exceed $25. 


For 38 mahogany clothes trees San- 
derson collected $73.60 each and paid 
the sub-contractor who supplied them 
$12 each. For 31 umbrella stands the 
contractor received 
from the 
state 
$73.60 each and paid the sub-contractor 
$14 each. For a desk in the lieutenant 
governor's room Sanderson collected 
$349.60 and paid the 
sub-contractor 
$130. The auditor's report shows that 
147 additional clothes {-rees were fur- 
nished by Sanderson at $27.60 each 
and 109 additional umbrella stands at 
$39.80 each. 


Sanderson put a "medicine chest" 
in the senate at a cost to the state of 
$128.80 and In the house at a cost of 
$239.20. 
The sub-contractor who sup- 
plied one of these cases was paid $30 
for It. Sanderson's profits on the desks 
in the senate and house chambers 
v/ern 
nearly 400 per cent., according to the 
testimony. It was also shown that hf) 
collected from the state $264.60 each 
for 50 desks In the senate chamber, 
which were supplied by the sub-con- 
trr-tor for $65 each. For 208 desks In 
the house chamber Sanderson paid thp 
sub-contractor $78 each and collected 
from the state $285.73 each.

According to its 
estimates, the population of continen- 
tal United States In 190)5 was 83,941, 
510, this being an Increase over 1900 
of 7,946.935, 
The population of the 
United States, inclusive of Alaska and 
the Insular possessions In 1906, was 
93,182,240. The growth in population 
In continental United States from 190r> 
to 1906 was 1,367.315, 


Computed on the basis of the esti* 
mate, the density of population of con- 
tinental United States in 1906 was 23 
persons per square mile, as compared 
with 26 In 1900. The five leading cities 
and their estimated population In 1906 
are as follows: New York. 4.113.043; 
Chicago, 2,049.185;

Mr. Roosevelt Declares He Will Not 
Deviate From I t 


Washington, April I,—In retponio 
1o a niuch-expressod desire 
that he

railroad 
legislation, 
President 
Roosevelt has announced plainly wher« 
he stand». 


]n a letter to C. H. Smith, preildont 
of the Illinois Manufacturers* Assocla* 
tion, declining an invitation to address 
that body on the railroad 
situation 
the president announced that his atti- 
tude today la precisely what It haa 
always been and for that reason there 
is no need of his making a speech on It. 


He declines to add anything to his 
previous utterances, holding that he 
has gone over tho ground fully. 
In 
support of this contention he quotes 
from his messages to congress and his 
speeches 
In the passages he quotes 
ho disavows hostility to the roads and 
proclaims his opposition to govern- 
ment ownership. 
What he does want 
is "supervisory and regulatory rights" 
for the 
government. 
He arraigns 
over-capitalization as a menace to the 
public, to the stockholder and to the 
employe of tho road. 
He particularly 
points out that he is not antagonistic 
to combination, but 
wants them 
to 
make their agreements public and in 
the interest of all the people. 


He quotes the words In which he de- 
manded a square deal; one that will 
be just 
to the corporation and to the 
shiiiper; 
one that will prevent dis- 
crimination 
against 
any 
individual 
and at the same time protect the cor- 
poration against "extremists and reac- 
tionaries." He also endorses his state- 
ment that he wants the roads to be 
able to get together lawfully for the 
purpose o t settling rates, but adds that 
the government should have the last 
say as to the adequacy and justice of 
the rates. 


For several weeks the president has 
been Importuned to declare his atti- 
tude toward the railroads. 
To these 
requests he gave carcful and serious 
consideration. 
After fuUy looking in- 
to the subject the president told his 
advisers that he had come to the con- 
clusion that there was nothing new 
which he had to say at this time. 


To the different men, friendly and 
unfriendly, who have visited him or 
written to him, he has answered ver- 
bally or In writing that his words and 
acts spoke for themselves and needed 
no explanation whatever, and that he 
should not in his future course, deviate 
a hair's breadth from the course he 
has pursued in tho past and was now 
pursuing. 


The statement was made from an 
authoritative source that "even a most 
cursory examination of what the presi- 
dent has repeatedly 
said 
in speech 
and message will show the utter non- 
sense of supposing the government has 
the slightest Intention to take any ac- 
tion which would Invalidate the safety

William A. Myers, about 21 years old, 
a night hostler at the Northern Central 
Railroad roundhouse in York, was decap 
itated Tuesday morning by a wheel of the 
freight engine under which he was work­ 
ing.

It was about 10 minntes before 6 
o'clock at which hour the night hostlers 
go off duty. 
While Myers was in the ash* 
pit, Grant Shoemaker, another night host­ 
ler, is said to have mounted into the cab 
of the engine intending to run it out to 
get another engine \Srieh was in the way 
of a passenger train almost due. 
Shoe­ 
maker, it is said, rang the bell until he 
was sure the way was clear, and then op­ 
ened the throttle. As the locomotive start­ 
ed ahead he and two other hostlers, Will­ 
iam Powell and Charles Ritter, heard a 
single loud shriek. Shoemaker quickly 
brought the engine to a stop, while Tow­ 
el ran to investigate. 
He saw a man’s, 
head sticking out of the ash pit and caught 
the hair, thinking to drag him out. 
In­ 
stead, to his horror, he almost fell back­ 
ward when he found that he held aloft 
only the severed head. The body lay in 
the ash pit, breast upward one hand still 
upon the scraper the man had been using.

HUGE PROFITS ON 
CAPITOL WORK 


Harrisburg, Pa,, March 29. — The 
enormous profits of John H. Sanderson 
& Co., of Philadelphia, contractor for 
the furnishings of the new capitol, 
were disclosed In detail at the sessions 
of the capitol investigating commis­ 
sion. The sub-contractors for the fur­ 
niture and interior woodwork supplied 
by Sanderson upon his contract with 
the board of public grounds and build- 
ingc testified to the prices they were 
paid by the contractor. 


Their testimony showed that some of 
the work was done through Payne & 
Co., contractors for* the construction 
of the building, as sub-contractors for 
Sanderson, who supplied all the fur­ 
nishings except the metallic filing 
cases. 
After the sub-contractors had 
been called and testified to the prices 
they received from Sanderson or Payne 
the official records were produced by 
James Cameron, auditor for the com­ 
mission, to show what Sanderson re­ 
ceived for the furnishings. 


No attempt was made to show that 
the schedule upon which Sanderson 
was awarded the capitol furnishing 
contract was so arranged as to make 
intelligent bidding impossible. 
This 
has already been brought out by the 
testimony of several bidders, who said 
they could get no information from 
Architect 
Joseph M. Huston 
upon 
which to make an intelligent bid. 


It was shown that the state paid 
Sanderson $94,208 for the woodwork 
in the governor’s suite, exclusive of 
the grand reception room, for which 
the sub-contractor was paid $16,089.75. 
Sanderson 
collected from the state 
$62,486.40 for the woodwork in the 
senate postofllce, telegraph room and 
other rooms about the senate cham­ 
ber, for which the sub-contractor was 
paid $6145. 


The testimony also showed that the 
state paid Sanderson $3256.80 for a 
mahogany case in the senate barber 
shop for which the sub-contractor re­ 
ceived only $325. Sanderson collected 
$1619.20 for a mahogany 
bootblack 
stand in the senate 
lavatory which 
was supplied to him by a sub-con­ 
tractor for $50, exclusive of two chairs, 
which cost $25 each, and the foot rests, 
the cost of which did not exceed $25. 


For 38 mahogany clothes trees San­ 
derson collected $73.60 each and paid 
the sub-contractor who supplied them 
$12 each. For 31 umbrella stands the 
contractor received 
from the state 
$73.60 each and paid the sub-contractor 
$14 each. For a desk in the lieutenant 
governor’s room Sanderson collected 
$349.60 and paid the sub-contractor 
$130. The auditor’s report shows that 
147 additional clothes £rees were fur 
nished by Sanderson at $27.60 each 
and 109 additional umbrella stands at 
$39.80 each. 


Sanderson put a "medicine chest*’ 
in the senate at a cost to the state of 
$128.80 and in the house at a cost of 
$239.20. 
The sub-contractor who sup­ 
plied one of these cases was paid $30 
for It. Sanderson’s profits on the desks 
in the senate and house chambers were 
nearly 400 per cent., according to the 
testimony. It was also shown that he 
collected from the state $264.60 each 
for 50 desks In the senate chamber, 
which were supplied by the sub-con- 
trr~tor for $65 each.

He quotes the words in which he de­ 
manded a square deal; one that will 
be just to the corporation and to the 
shipper; one that will prevent dis­ 
crimination 
against any 
individual 
and at the same time protect the cor­ 
poration against “extremists and reac­ 
tionaries.” He also endorses his state­ 
ment that he wants the roads to be 
able to get together lawfully for the 
purpose o t settling rates, but adds that 
the government should have the last 
3ay as to the adequacy and justice of 
the rates. 


For several weeks the president has 
been importuned to declare his atti­ 
tude toward the railroads. 
To theso 
requests he gave careful and serious 
consideration. After fully looking in­ 
to the subject the president told his 
advisers that he had come to the con­ 
clusion that there was nothing new 
which he had to say at this time. 


To the different men, friendly and 
unfriendly, who have visited him or 
written to him, he has answered ver­ 
bally or in writing that his words and 
acts spoke for themselves and needed 
no explanation whatever, and that he 
should not in his future course, deviate 
a hair's breadth from the course he 
has pursued in tho past and was now 
pursuing. 


The statement was made from an 
authoritative source that “even a most 
cursory examination of what the presi 
dent has repeatedly 
said 
in speech 
and message will show the utter non 
sense of supposing the government lias 
the slightest intention to take any ac­ 
tion which would invalidate the safety 
and stability of the railway securities 
now issued. 


The wholo legislative program of 
the prr \ 
has been 
proclaimed 
again and again, as one to insure the 
future against the mistakes and delin­ 
quencies of the past. 
The president 
holds that every executive action taken 
under his administration, whether by 
the department of justice or by the 
interstate commerce commission, has 
furnished Its own ample justification. 


It was pointed out in administration 
circles that the president has made 
no reference in his speeches or mes­ 
sages to the question of the physical 
valuation of railroads. 
His position 
on this question, it was said, is that 
the roads themselves will work out 
this problem as an item of bookkeep­ 
ing and , reference was made to the 
fact that two. roads—tho Northern Pa­ 
cific and the Great Northern—already 
have submitted figures as to their phy­ 
sical valuation. 


It can be announced on authority 
that tho president again will ask con­ 
gress at its next session, for power to 
deal with tho question of over capital­ 
ization of railroads. A similar request 
was made at the last'session, but fav­ 
orable action was not taken upon it. 


York Merchant Swallows Poison, 
York, Pa., March 29.—David E. Frey, 
aged 52 years, a prominent merchant 
and one of the wealthiest citizens ol 
York, committed suicide in a barn on 
his farm, located about two miles from 
this city, on the Chanceford turnpike 
by taking carbolic acid.

often, when large masses of it have 
formed, the buoyancy of the material 
(familiarly known as "anchor ice") 
will lift from the bed of a river the 
rocks or other objects on which it has 
accumulated. 


An ancient edition of "The Ency- 


clopaedia Britannica" (1810) con- 
tained a positive statement that ice 
forms at the top, the bottom and in 
the middle of the water at times. A 
much more modern authority. Pro- 
fessor H. T. Barnes, of McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, declares that he 
has repeatedly observed anchor ice 
in Canada, where the severe climate 
seems to be particularly favorable to 
its development. He says that, while 
"anchor ice" is the American name, 
the substance itself has been seen in 
many of the countries of Europe. As 
long ago as 17SS fishermen along the 
Elbe River were bothered by the oc- 
casional hoisting: of their lobster pots 
from the river bottom, the pots being 
coated with ice. So, too, the stones 
to which their signal buoys were at- 
tached became displaced by the same 
igency. v From Scotland, England and 
France conies indisputable testimony 
af a similar character. 


According to Professor Barnes, 


who discusses the subject in the 
latest issue of "The United States 
Weather Review," two kinds of ice 
besides surface ice are found in Can- 
ada where the current is swift. . He 
thus incidentally suggests a reason 
why, when the temperature is below 
the freezing point, the ice forms else- 
where than, on the surface. The mo- 
tion of the water prevents the forma- 
tion of ice at the top. Professor 
Barnes says that one variety of ice— 
called by French Canadians "frazil" 
—Is made up of spongy spikes, and 
is found Seating in the middle of the 
water. Soj2etim.es the quantity Is so 
great that it will clog water wheels. 
Anchor ice forms on the river beds, 
he says, and has been known to reach 
a thickness of five to sis feet! 


It has never been observed in Can- 


ada to form under a iayer of surface 
ice, because usually such ice is cov- 
ered by an opaque layer of snow, 
which acts as an effective check to 
the radiation of heat from the bot- 
tom, of a river, which appears to be 
the real cause of its formation. Pro- 
fessor Barnes has measured the tem- 
perature of the water in winter both 
antler the surface ice in the St. Law- 
rence Hirer, opposite Montreal, and 
in the open water of the Lachine 
Rapids, when ice was forming rap- 


idly, it was found that the -water 
in this condition becomes slightly 
undercooled to the order of a few 
thousandtks of a degree, and that the 
ice which is formed is is a very ad- 
hesive stater On the cessation ol cold 
weather the temperature of the water 
rises slightly above the freezing point 
and the ice gradually melts. Anchor 
ice rises from the bottom in mild 
weather, and also in extreme cold 
weather under the InHuence of a 
bright sun, which has the power to 
melt it oE from the rocks to which 
it is attached. 


The formation of ice has been 


shown to be accompanied by a small 
temperature depression in the water, 
bnt even in the most severe weather 
the undercooling is less than a hun- 
dredth of a .degree centigrade. This 
fact is already made use of in water 
powers, where a lltiie steam heat, 
.applied around the wheel gates or 
directly in the wheel cases of the tur- 
bines, warms the surface 01 the metal 
sufficiently to prevent the adhesion 
of the frazil ice crystals. 
Electric 


heating is also being applied with 
some success, and it is safe to say 
that before long no bad effects from 
the presence of ice in the water need 
be feared. 


The conditions under which anchor 


ice forms appear to be about as fol- 
lows: The bed of the stream has be- 
come .chilled to the freezing point, 
and the clearness of the water above 
favors a still further loss of heat, or, 
in other words, increased radiation. 
Since the fluid in contact with the 
river bottom moves more slowly than 
it does at the top, a better chance 
is afforded for the formation of ice 
there, and so severe is the cold that 
freezing is unavoidable. Anchor ice, 
says Professor Barnes, rarely grows 
under a layer of surface ice unless 
this is clear. It forms on dark rocks 
more readily than on light ones, 
which is in accord with what we know 
in regard to the more copious radia- 
tion of heat from dark surfaces. 
Anchor ice rarely forms under a 
cloudy sky, either by day or night, 
no matter how severe the weather, 
but it forms very rapidly under a 
clear sky at night. 
Anchor ice is 


readily "melted off under a bright sun. 
It seems highly probable then that 
radiation of heat supplies the neces- 
sary cooling to the bottom of a river 
to form the first layers of ice, after 
which the growth or building up of 
the ice is aided by thfe entangling and 
freezing of frazil crystals always 
present in the water. This applies, 
of course, only to water Sowing too 
swiftly for surface ice to for^m. 


The depth of formation of anchor 


ice appears to be from forty to forty- 
five feet in the fresh waters of the 
Canadian rivers. Along the coast of 
Newfoundland it has been observed 
to form as deep as seventy feet in 
the clearer salt water. The tempera- 
ture of the water oa the bottom need 
not be exactly at the freezing point 
for anchor ice to form, the cooling 
of the bottom by radiation being suf- 
ficient to bring it to the freezing 
point, notwithstanding the slow con- 
duction of Iieat from the earth. 


Sensational Reporting. 


In various quarters there is an 


awakening to tte great harm that is 
done by iccal reporters of sensational 
newspapers, t^ho give such journals 
what they want—that is, color up 
and distort beyond recognition hap- 
penings of their vicinage. Here is a 
very real evil. It is present in Spring- 
field and other places of "Western 
Massachusetts, ?ust as it is all over 
Lhe country. 
Yellow journalism in 


this respect is as fr.lse to real life as 
the old dime novel used to be, and 
an even more demoralizing factor. 
People complain of this kind of mis- 
representation and continue to put up 
with it because the'remedy is hard to 
find. The marketable value of al- 
leged "news" is found by the penny- 
a-liners to depend upon its yellowism. 
People who read this kind of stuff 
from their own locality know that it 
is necessary to place a large discount 
upon it, but when reading of happen- 
ings in other sections they are too 
much disposed to accept the "stories" 
at face value. 
Every honest jour- 


nalist of standing is familiar with 
this evil, and has long deplored the 
increasing measure of it.—Springfield 
Republican.

with his ov/n ideas of honor and 
truthfulness, and who finaHy, far 
away from the State which bore him, 
met his death like a man and a gal- 
lant gentleman in that fight which 
made the Alamo of old San Antonio 
one of the earth's sacred shrlnea of 
heroism.—Youth's Companion. 


Americans Use Best English. 


At a meeting of the recently 
formed English Association for the 
purpose of maintaining the correct 
use of English and promoting ita 
due recognition as an essential ele- 
ment in national education, Mr, Sid- 
ney Lee,' the editor of tho "Diction- 
ary of National Biography," said that 
the development of English speaking 
in America, through both the low 
grade and the high grade schools, 
was rendering tho rank and file of 
tjie Ameripan people more accurate 
readers, more accurate writers, and, 
he would have added, if President 
Roosevelt had not darkened counsel 
lately, more accurate spellers of the 
English language than the rank and 
file 
of our own 
people.—London 
Dally Mail. 


Cedar Wood For Sleepers. 


Extensive experiments havo been 
made on American and Canadian 
railways with cedar wood sleepers. 
The Grand Trunk Railroad of Canada 
was the first to use cedar for this pur- 
pose to any considerable extent, and 
this system alone has nov/ some 400 
miles of permanent way laid on cedaj 
sleepers. 
Tho result is said to b< 
very satisfactory. 
The wood is prac- 
ticably 
imperishable, and require! 
very little treatment. It is, however 
brittle, and derailments have shown 
curious results in the way of broke« 
sleepers;- 
The greater proportion o) 
the new sleepers in use on the Grand 
Trunk system were obtained froa 
forefitfi wUhin the Domi&iou. 


ANCHOR 


A Substance That Seems 
to Defy a Natural Law. 


Inasmuch as ice Is lighter 
than 
water, it naturally rises to the sur- 
face of any lake or pond on which 
it forms. 
So rarely is it seen any- 
wliere else that there is a general 
belief that ice always forms on the 
surface. 
There seems to be good 
evidence, liowever, that there are ex- 
ceptions to this rule, as to many 
others. 
Witnesses too reputable to 
be doubted havo testified to the fact 
that 
occasionally 
nature's law is 
openly defied, and that Ice does form 
at the bottom of a stream. 
When 
the phenomenon Is observed at all, 
it is usually, if not Invariably, asso- 
ciated with running 
water. 
Very 
often, when large masses of it have 
formed, the buoyancy of the material 
(familiarly known as "anchor Ice") 
will lift from tho bed of a river the 
rocks or other objects on which it has 
accumifftited. 


An ancient edition of "The Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica" 
(1810) con- 
tained a positive statement that Ice 
forms at the top, the bottom and in 
the middle of the water at times. A 
much more modern authority, Pro- 
fessor H. T. Barnes, of McGill Unl- 
versity, Montreal, declares that he 
has repeatedly observed anchor Ice 
in Canada, where the severe climate 
seems to be particularly favorable to 
its development. 
He says that, while 
"anchor Ice" Is the American name, 
the substance itself has been seen in 
many of the countries of Europe. As 
long ago as 17SS fishermen along the 
Elbe River were bothered by the oc- 
casional hoisting of their lobster pots 
from the river bottom, the pots being 
coated with ice. 
So, too, the stones 
to which their signal buoys were at- 
tached became displaced by the same 
igency. \.From Scotland, England and 
France comes indisputable testimony 
of a similar charactei'. 


According to Professor 
Barnes, 
who 
discusses 'the 
subject in the 
latest issue o f "The United States 
Weather Review," two kinds of ice 
besides surface ice are found in Can- 
ada where the current is swift. . He 
thus incidentally suggests a reason 
why, when the temperature is below 
the freezing point, the ice forms else- 
where than on the surface. 
The mo- 
tion of the water prevents the forma- 
tion of ice at the top. 
Professor 
Barnes says that one variety of ice— 
called by French Canadians "frazil" 
—is made up of spongy spikes, and 
is found floating in the middle of the 
water. 
Sometimes the quantity is so 
great that it will clog water wheels. 
Anchor Ice forms on the river beds, 
he says, and has been known to reach 
a thickness of five to six feet! 


It has never been observed In Can- 
ada to form under a layer of surface 
Ice, because usually such ice is cov- 
ered by an opaque layer of snow, 
which acts as an effective check to 
the radiation of heat from the bot- 
tom of a river, which appears to be 
the real cause of its formation. Pro- 
fessor Barnes has measured the tem- 
perature of the water in winter both 
under the surface Ice in the St. Law- 
rence River, opposite Montreal, and 
In th e open water of the Lachine 
Rapids, when Ice was forming rap- 


idly. It was found that the water 
in this condition becomes slightly 
undercooled to the order of a few 
thousandths of a degree, and that the 
ice which Is formed is In a very ad- 
hesive iJtate;' On the cessation of cold 
weather the temperature of the water 
rises slightly above the freezing point 
and the ice gradually melts. 
Anchor 
ice rises from the bottom in mild 
weather, and also in extreme cold 
weather under the influence of a 
bright sun, which has the power to 
melt it off from, the rocks to which 
it is attached. 


The formation of Ice has been 
shown to be accompanied by a small 
temperature depression in the water, 
but even in the most severo weather 
the undercooling is less than a hun- 
dredth of a degree centigrade. 
This 
fact is already made use of in water 
powers, where a little steam heat, 
.applied around the wheel gates or 
directly in the wheel cases of the tur- 
bines, warms the surface of the metal 
sufficiently to prevent the adhesion 
of the frazil ice crystals. 
Electric 
heating is also being applied with 
some success, and it Is safe to say 
that before long no bad effects from 
the presence of ice in the water need 
be feared. 


The conditions under which anchor 
Ice forms appear to be about as fol- 
lows: The bed of the stream has be- 
come chilled to the freezing point, 
and the clearness of the water above 
favors a still further loss of heat, or. 
In other words, increased radiation. 
Since the fluid in contact with the 
river bottom moves more slowly than 
it does at the top, a better chance 
Is afforded for the formation of Ice 
there, and so severe Is the cold that 
freezing Is unavoidable. 
Anchor ice, 
says Professor Barnes, rarely grows 
under a layer of surface Ice unless 
this Is clear. It forms on dark rocks 
more readily than on light ones, 
which is in accord with what we know 
in regard to the more copious radia- 
tion of heat from 
dark 
surfaces. 
Anchor Ice rarely forms under a 
cloudy sky, either by day or night, 
no matter how severe the weather, 
but it forms very rapidly under a 
clear sky at night. 
Anchor Ice is 
readlly'melted off under a bright sun. 
It seems highly probable then that 
radiation of heat supplies the neces- 
sary cooling to the bottom of a river 
to form the first layers of ice, after 
which the growth or building up of 
the ice is aided by thè entangling and 
freezing of frazil 
crystals 
always 
present in the water. 
This applies, 
of course, only to v/ater flowing too 
swiftly for surface ice to for.rn. 


The depth of formation of anchor 
ice appears to be from forty to forty- 
five feet in the fresh waters of the 
Canadian rivers. 
Along the coast of 
Newfoundland it has been observed 
to form as deep as seventy feet In 
the clearer salt water. 
The tempera- 
ture of the water on the bottom need 
not be exactly at the freezing point 
for anchor Ice to form, the cooling 
of the bottom by radiation being suf- 
ficient 
to bring it to the freezing 
point, notwithstanding the slow con- 
duction of heat from the earth. 


Sensational Reporting. 


In various, quarters thd're is an 
awakening to the great harm that is 
done by local reporcers of sensational 
newspapers, who give such journals 
what they want—that is, color up 
and distort beyond recognition hap- 
penings of their vicinage. 
Here is a 
very real evil. It is present in Spring- 
field and other places of Western 
Massachusetts, just as it Is all over 
:he country. 
Yellow journalism in 
this respect is as fr.lse to real life as 
the old dime novel used to be, and 
an even more demoralizing factor. 
People complain of this kind of mis- 
representation and continue to put up 
with it because the'remedy Is hard to 
find. 
The marketable value of al- 
leged "news" is found by the penny- 
a-liners to depend upon its yellowism. 
People who read this kind of stuff 
from their own locality know that it 
is necessary to place a large discount 
upon It, but when reading of happen- 
ings in other sections they are too 
much disposed to accept the "stories" 
at face value. 
Every honest: jour- 
nalist of standing is familiar with 
this evil, and has long deplored the 
Increasing measure of it,—Springfield 
Republican, 


The Study of the Waters. 


It has been said that "water is by 
far the most extensive and valuable 
mineral resource of any 
country." 
Engineers as well as geologists are 
now greatly interested in the threat- 
ened stoppage of the hydrographie 
work 
of the Geological 
Survey 
through failure of appropriation by 
Congress. 
The appropriation for this 
purpose has already been seriously 
cut down. 
During 1905 about 800 
steam-gaging stations were in opera- 
tion, the object being to determine 
all the conditions that affect the fiow 
of rivers and small streams. 
In ad- 
dition to this, extensive studies of un- 
dergi'ound water have been conduct- 
ed, revealing facts previously entirely 
unknown, and of the highest value 
and Interest. 
The sources and causes 
of water pollution, leading to disease, 
have always been widely investigated,; 
The necessity of the continuance of 
this work, without interruption, Is 
urged by those who are in a position 
to appreciate its importance. The 
world Is more and more putting its 
daily life and activity upon a scien- 
tific basis, and It Is' felt that the 
United States Congress should never 
lose sight of this fact. 


A Tale of ISritish Adulteration. 
Edward Connor, writing for tho 
Practical Confectioner and Baker of 
London, states that among colorings 
used in candy manufacture in Great 
Britain reds are the most popular, 
yellows are second in favor, and 
browns, blues and greens of lesser 
esteem. 
He states that in France 
the reds allowed by law for this pur- 
pose are cochineal, 
madder and 
Brazil wood; of yellows, 
tumeric, 
fustic, French berries, Persian ber- 
ries and saffron. 
Mr. Connor states 
that a considerable proportion of the 
white candies are doctored with sul- 
phate of lime, fiour, terra alba, plas- 
ter of Paris and etherial salts. 
Prus- 
tiJc acid, contained In tho essence of 
bitter almonds, is also said to be 
largely in use. 
The fact that a lead- 
ing trade journal of the Empire gives 
room to the article in question is 
warrant for the supposition that it 
holds some truth. 
Possibly there ia 
a field for reform across th» vatar«

attain greater perfection of size and 
fiavor than at the 
oasis of Palm 
Springs In the Colorado Desert of 
Southern 
California.

eagerly sought at fancy prices.

Americans Uso Best English. 


At a meeting of the recently 
formed English Association for the 
purpose of maintaining the correct 
use of English and promoting its 
due recognition as an essential ele­ 
ment in national education, Mr. Sid­ 
ney Lee,* the editor of the “Diction­ 
ary of National Biography,” said that 
the development of English speaking

Daily Mail. 


Cedar Wood For Sleepers. 


Extensive experiments havo been 
made on American and Canadian 
railways with cedar wood sleepers. 
The Grand Trunk Railroad of Canada 
was the first to use cedar for this pur­ 
pose to any considerable extent, and 
this system alone has now some 400 
miles of permanent way laid on cedaj 
sleepers. 
The result is said to b< 
Yery satisfactory. 
The wood is prac* 
ticably imperishable, and requirei 
very little treatment. It is, however 
brittle, and derailments have showa 
curious results in the way of broke« 
sleepers 
The greater proportion oi 
the new sleepers in use on the Grand 
Trunk system were obtained froa 
forests within the Dominion. 


ANCHOR 


A Substance That Seems 
to Defy a Natural Law. 


a 


Inasmuch as ice is lighter than 
water, it naturally rises to the sur­ 
faces of any lake or pond on which 
it forms. 
So rarely is it seen any­ 
where else that there is a general 
belief that ice always forms on the 
surface. 
There seems to be good 
evidence, however, that there are ex­ 
ceptions to this rule, as to many 
others. 
Witnesses too reputable to 
be doubted havo testified to the fact 
that 
occasionally 
nature's law Is 
openly defied, and that Ice does form 
at the bottom of a stream. 
When 
the phenomenon Is observed at all, 
it is usually, if not invariably, asso­ 
ciated with running water. 
Very 
often, when large masses of it have 
formed, the buoyancy of the material 
(familiarly known as “anchor ice”) 
will lift from tho bed of a river the 
rocks or other objects on which it has 
accumiftited. 


An ancient edition of “The Ency­ 
clopaedia Britannica” 
(1810) 
con­ 
tained a positive statement that ice 
forms at the top, the bottom and in 
the middle of the water at times. 
A 
much more modern authority, Pro­ 
fessor H. T. Barnes, of McGill Uni­ 
versity, Montreal, declares that he 
has repeatedly observed anchor ice 
in Canada, where the severe climate 
seems to be particularly favorable to 
Its development. He says that, while 
“anchor ice” is the American name, 
the substance itself has been seen in 
many of the countries of Europe. As 
long ago as 17SS fishermen along the 
Elbe River were bothered by the oc­ 
casional hoisting of their lobster pots 
from the river bottom, tho pots being 
coated with ice. 
So, too, the stone3 
to which their signal buoys were at­ 
tached became displaced by the same 
agency. \.From Scotland, England and 
France comes indisputable testimony 
of a similar character. 


According to Professor Barnes, 
who discusses 'the subject in the 
latest issue o f “The United States 
Weather Review,” two kinds of ice 
besides surface ice are found in Can­ 
ada where the current is swift. . He 
thus incidentally suggests a reason 
why, when the temperature is below 
the freezing point, the ice forms else­ 
where than on the surface. 
The mo­ 
tion of the water prevents the forma­ 
tion of ice at the top. 
Professor 
Barnes says that one variety of ice— 
called by French Canadians “frazil” 
—is made up of spongy spikes, and 
Is found floating in the middle of the 
water. 
Sometimes the quantity is so 
great that it will clog water wheels. 
Anchor ice forms on the river beds, 
he says, and has been known to reach 
a thickness of five to six feet! 


It has never been observed in Can­ 
ada to form under a layer of surface 
Ice, because usually such ice is cov­ 
ered by an opaque layer of snow, 
which acts as an effective check to 
the radiation of heat from the bot­ 
tom of a river, which appears to be 
the real cause of its formation. Pro­ 
fessor Barnes has measured the tem­ 
perature of the water in winter both 
under the surface ice in the St. Law­ 
rence River, opposite Montreal, and 
In th e open water of the Lachine 
Rapids, when ice was forming rap­ 


idly. 
It was found that the water 
In this condition becomes slightly 
undercooled to the order of a few 
thousandths of a degree, and that the 
ice which is formed is in a very ad­ 
hesive tftate.'’ On the cessation of cold 
weather the temperature of the water 
rises slightly above the freezing point 
and the ice gradually melts. 
Anchor 
ice rises from the bottom in mild 
weather, and also in extreme cold 
weather under the influence of a 
bright sun, which has the power to 
melt it off from, the rocks to which 
it is attached. 


The formation of ice has been 
shown to be accompanied by a small 
temperature depression in the water, 
but even in the most severe weather 
the undercooling is less than a hun­ 
dredth of a degree centigrade. 
This 
fact is already made use of in water 
powers, where a little steam heat, 
.applied around the wheel gates or 
directly In the wheel cases of the tur­ 
bines, warms the surface of the metal 
sufficiently to prevent the adhesion 
of the frazil ice crystals. 
Electric 
heating is also being applied with 
some success, and it is safe to say 
that before long no bad effects from 
the presence of ice in the water need 
be feared. 


The conditions under which anchor 
Ice forms appear to be about as fol­ 
lows: The bed of the stream has be­ 
come chilled to the freezing point, 
and the clearness of the water above 
favors a still further loss of heat, or, 
in other words, increased radiation. 
Since the fluid in contact with the 
river bottom moves more slowly than 
it does at the top, a better chance 
is afforded for the formation of ice 
there, and so severe is the cold that 
freezing is unavoidable. Anchor Ice, 
says Professor Barnes, rarely grows 
under a layer of surface ice unless 
this is clear. 
It forms on dark rocks 
more readily than on light ones, 
which is in accord with what we know 
in regard to the more copious radia­ 
tion of heat from 
dark 
surfaces. 
Anchor ice rarely forms under a 
cloudy sky, either by day or night, 
no matter how severe the weather, 
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but it forms very rapidly under a 
clear sky at night. 
Anchor ice is 
readily'melted off under a bright sun. 
It seems highly probable then that 
radiation of heat supplies the neces­ 
sary cooling to the bottom of a river 
to form the first layers of ice, after 
which the growth or building up of 
the ice is aided by thfe entangling and 
freezing of frazil crystals always 
present in the water. 
This applies, 
of course, only to water flowing too 
swiftly for surface ice to for,rn. 


The depth of formation of anchor 
ice appears to be from forty to forty- 
five feet in the fresh waters of the 
Canadian rivers. 
Along the coast of 
Newfoundland it has been observed 
to form as deep as seventy feet in 
the clearer salt water. The tempera­ 
ture of the water on the bottom need 
not be exactly at the freezing point 
for anchor ice to form, the cooling 
of the bottom by radiation being suf­ 
ficient to bring it to the freezing 
point, notwithstanding the slow con­ 
duction of heat from the earth. 


Sensational Reporting. 


In various, quarters thtfre is an 
awakening to the great harm that is 
done by local reporters of sensational 
newspapers, who give such journals 
what they want—that is, color up 
and distort beyond recognition hap­ 
penings of their vicinage. 
Here is a 
very real evil. It is present in Spring­ 
field and other places of Western 
Massachusetts, just as it is all over 
Ihe country. 
Yellow journalism in 
this respect is as fr.lse to real life as 
the old dime novel used to be, and 
an even more demoralizing factor. 
People complain of this kind of mis­ 
representation and continue to put up 
with it because the’remedy is hard to 
find. 
The marketable value of al­ 
leged “news” is found by the penny- 
a-liners to depend upon its yellowism. 
People who read this kind of stuff 
from their own locality know that it 
is necessary to place a large discount 
upon it, but when reading of happen­ 
ings in other sections they are too 
much disposed to accept the “stories” 
at face value. 
Every honest jour­ 
nalist of standing is familiar with 
this evil, and has long deplored the 
Increasing measure of it.— Springfield 
Republican. 


The Study of the Waters. 


It has been said that “water is by 
far the most extensive and valuable 
mineral resource of any country.” 
Engineers as well as geologists are 
now greatly interested in the threat­ 
ened stoppage of the hydrographic 
work 
of 
the 
Geological 
Survey 
through failure of appropriation by 
Congress. The appropriation for this 
purpose has already been seriously 
cut down. 
During 1905 about 800 
steam-gaging stations were in opera­ 
tion, the object being to determine 
all the conditions that affect the flow 
of rivers and small streams. 
In ad­ 
dition to this, extensive studies of un­ 
derground water have been conduct­ 
ed, revealing facts previously entirely 
unknown, and of the highest value 
and interest. The sources and causes 
of water pollution, leading to disease, 
have always been widely investigated.; 
The necessity of the continuance of 
this work, without interruption, is 
urged by those who are In a position 
to appreciate its importance. 
The 
world is more and more putting its 
dally life and activity upon a scien­ 
tific basis, and it is* felt that the 
United States Congress should never 
lose sight of this fact. 
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A Tale of British Adulteration. 
Edward Connor, writing for tho 
Practical Confectioner and Baker of 
London, states that among colorings 
used in candy manufacture in Great 
Britain reds are the most popular, 
yellows are second in 
favor, 
and 
browns, blues and greens of lesser 
esteem. 
He states that in France 
the reds allowed by law for this pur­ 
pose 
are 
cochineal, 
madder 
and 
Brazil wood; of yellows, tumeric, 
fustic, French berries, Persian ber­ 
ries and saffron, 
Mr, Connor states 
that a considerable proportion of the 
white candies are doctored with sul­ 
phate of lime, fiour, terra alba, plas­ 
ter of Paris and etherial salts. 
Prus­ 
sic acid, contained in tho essence of 
bitter almonds, is also said to be 
largely in use. The fact that a lead­ 
ing trade journal of the Empire gives 
room to the article in Question is 
warrant for the supposition that it 
holds some truth. 
Possibly there ia 
a field for reform across ths water*

times accompanied by flashes of light.

DO WE NEED SALT? 


.A Physician Answer* the Question in 


the Affirmative. 


The use of salt, like that of other 


condiments, is largely a matter of hab- 
it and of individual taste. 
Behind 


these influences there may be some 
instinct of which a person isn't him- 
self conscious. Very likely the needs 
of one person may be different from 
those cf another, and no universal 
rule can be applied to all mankind. 
For the use of salt, however, a pretty 
;ood argument can be made from the 
tonic effect of sea air on invalids and 
the craving which wild animals (deer 
in particular) manifest. Why should 
they go. to salt licks if salt is not es- 
;ential to their well being? And if 
animals need it, why should man dis- 
pense with it altogether? 


Dr. I. S. White of Violet Grove, 


Manitoba, writes to "The Medical 
Brief" in enthusiastic advocacy of salt. 
He backs up bis case with the follow- 
ing story: 


Some time ago I was called to see 


a patient that had been troubled with 
lerpes for over two 
and 
one-half 


vears, and whom four doctors 
had 


"ailed to cure. When I was examin- 
ng him I said, "You must eat more 
salt than you are doing." "What!" he 
exclaimed, "Did niy wife tell ycu I did 
not like salt?" "No," I rep'ied, "your 
wife did not tell me you did not like 
salt, but your skin tells me you do not 
eat salu" "No," said his wife, '"I did 
net tell the doctor that you did not 
ike salt; but now that it has been 
mentioned I will tell him that you cov- 
er >our food till it is black with pep- 
per, but never a bit of salt, and I have 
often told you that you should use a 
ittie salt." 
"Well," I replied, "'he 


must dispense with the pepper and use 
salt instead, for until there is more 
salt in his system this disease won't 
cure." And that man carried that dis- 
ease about three years that 
would 


have been cured in less than three 
months had he been an eater cf salt; 
or, perhaps, he might never have had 
the disease, and those four doctors 
failed to cure the disease simply be- 
cause they failed to discover t:ie ab- 
sence of salt in his system.

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The Great Trails. 


Patriotic women and the school 


children of the West have taken up the 
work of preserving and marking the 
great trails over which the pioneers 
travelled from the Mississippi valley to 
the Pacific coast. 


Foremost among these 
thorough- 


fares was the great Santa Fe Trail, 
from the Missouri river to California, 
over the southern route. Signs of it 
are still visible to-day here and there 
in deep-worn 
ruts in pasture-lands; 


but for most of its length all traces 
of it have been obliterated by build- 
ing 
or 
cultivation. Disputes have 


even arisen as to its exact location. 


The women of Kansas have deter- 


mined to search out every foot of the 
old trail before it is too late to secure 
the testimony of living witnesses, and 
to place at every mile a stone post 
which shall bear the figure -of the old 
canvas-stopped "prairie-schooner." It 
is hoped that the women or the legis- 
latures of other states vvill continue 
the work. 


The Oregon Trail, from Indianapolis 


to The Dalles, Is also to be marked. 
Over this route the settlers of the 
great Pacific 
Northwest passed 
to 


their new homes. 


In the Southwest a plan is on fcot 


to make a state road of tae old "Cam- 
ino Real." over which the Jesuit mis- 
sion-builders pushed northward and 
eastward from Mexico to trade witb 
and convert the Indians. 


The story of these great trails is an 


epic. In distances travelled and in the 
number of travellers they are as im- 
portant in the history of the world as 
those now long-forgotten routes In the 
Old World, over which men of other 
races migrated, or marched to con- 
quest, or conducted caravans of trade.

Just how he bad 
occasion to use a wireless telegraph 
equipment he dees net say. but he de- 
clares that several times in the last 
year his transmitting apparatus, which 
is ordinarily good only for a distance 
of 2CO miles, would send distinctly be- 
tween 700 and 1,6CO miles. Xow, inas- 
much as there are ether 
influences 


which greatly alter the range of wire- 
less telegraphy, it will not do hastiiy 
to assume that there really is a con- 
nection between Mr. Stuart's success on 
a few nights and the aurora. Per- 
haps the coincidence was purely acci- 
dental. But the fact which he men- 
tions "deserves to go on record. He 
modestly suggests that other investi- 
gators, who have a better equipment 
than his, take the matter up, and 
either verify or upset h!s conclusions. 


HE good citizen and square dealer falls back, however, up- 
on two points of comfort; first, that there was a prodigal 
amount of rascality in the days when there was vastly less 
publicity; and, second—and here is Ms best consolation— 
teat the standards of public opinion are as high as ever, 
and that, contemporary with this hideous exposure of 
wrongdoing, the signs are numerous of a revival of the eth- 
ics of business, as well as of the ethics of politics. 


In a private discussion not long ago of one of the most 


pathetic cases cf ruined reputation that recent events have illustrated, the 
fact came out that this man—so widely honored and beloved, and still so 
sympathetically regarded—had- long realized the misfortune of Ms situation, 
deeply deprecating tae supposed necessity of continuing certain corrupt and 
demoralizing practices. It is evident that if such ethical questions as he, for 
many unhappy years, decided according to unfortunate custom, could reach 
Ms authority again, after a period of exposure and retribution such as has 
just taken place, he would cot hesitate to declare to his associates that, obvi- 
ously, "honesty is the best policy," as well as the most agreeable part that 
honorable men can play. So it is now everywhere easier for honest impulses 
and suggestions to prevail in all matters relating to the conduct of business. 


The most conspicuous exposure that has taken place is, of course, that 


which was precipitated by certain insurance Imbroglios; and there was good 
fortune in the fact that these exposures, almost more than any other pos- 
sible ones, touched individual interests TVell-niga infinite in extent. The les- 
son of common honesty has therefore been carried into every family in the 
entire country where exist responsibility and thrift. Every man in the busi- 
ness world is now watching his neighbor; better than that, he is watcMng 
himself—taking to Mmself all sorts of warnings; making to himself all kinds 
of good resolutions; witnessing and taking part in a revival of applied ethics, 
not only in the community, but in his own heart. 


There is, indeed, nowadays such a searcmng of souls, and such a stern 


application of higher standards, that there Is almost danger that judges them- 
selves will "stand up so straight" that they may fall backward into the pool 
of judicial demagogy. But the searching will go on; and, on the whole, its 
dangers are f§w, while its benefits will be many and immense.

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N a farmhouse in one of the New England states a case of 
scarlet fever unexpectedly developed not long ago. On 
seeking for its origin the physician found that some old cot- 
ton quilts, laid away in the garret for years, had recently 
been taken down and aired and put to use by the family. 
These bed coverings, it was remembered, had been put 
away after a siege of this disease. 


This is only one of many instances that could be re- 


lated, to show how long the infectious agent retains its 


vitality, and how common a thing it is for scarlet fever to be disseminated 
by bedding and other objects. These quilts should have been burned as soon 
as the first patients had recovered. 


The children of a certain physician were one day allowed to unlock an 


antique secretary that had not been opened for years. In it they found 
tresses of hair that bad been cut from the heads of children who had died 
20 years before of scarlet fever. 
In a few days they were stricken with this 


dread disease. 
The ease with which this disease is disseminated is appall 


ing. 
It has been known to be spread to a neighboring house simply from the 


airing of bed clothing in a window. 


Infected clothing should never be washed with any other. 
The disease 


has been transmitted in this way. A bouquet .of flowers that was sent from 
a scarlet fryer room to a hospital carried the disease.—Good Housekeeping.

For the uso of salt, however, a pretty 
good arjiimient cnn be made from tho 
tonic effect of sea air on invalids and 
the craving which wild animals (deer 
in particular) manifest. 
Why should 
they go. to salt licks if salt is not es- 
sential to their well being? 
And if 
animals need it, why should man dis- 
pense with it altogether? 


Dr. L S. White 
of Violet 
Grove. 
Manitoba, writes to "The 
Medical 
nrfef" In enthusiastic advocacy of salt. 
He backs up his case with the follow- 
ing story: 


Some time ago I was called to see 
a patient that had been troubled with 
herpes for over two and 
one-half 
years, and whom four doctors had 
failed to cure. 
When I was examin- 
ing him I said, "You must oat more 
salt than you are doing." "What!" he 
•exclaimed. "Did my wife tell you I did 
not like salt?" "No." I replied, "your 
wife did not tell me you did not like 
salt, but your skin tells me you do not 
eat salt." "No." said his wife, "I did 
not tell tho doctor that you did not 
like salt; but now that It has been 
mentioned I will tell him that you cov- 
er your food till it Is black with pep-- 
per. but never a bit of salt, and I have 
often told you that you shouUl use a 
little salt." 
"Well." I 
replied, "he 
must dispense with the pepper and use 
salt instead, for until there Is more 
salt in his system this disease won't 
cure," And that man carried that dis- 
ease about three years that 
would 
have been cured In less than three 
months had he been an eater of salt; 
or. perhaps, he might never have had 
the disease, and those four doctors 
failed to cure the disease simply be- 
cause they failed to discover i!ie ab- 
sence of salt in his -system. 


The Great Trails.

great trails over which the pioneers 
travelled from the Mississippi valley to 
the Pacific coast. 


Foremost among 
these 
thorough- 
fares was the great Santa Fe Trail, 
from the Missouri river to California, 
over the southern route.

ruts In pasture-lands; 
but for most of its length all traces 
of It have been obliterated by build- 
ing 
or 
cultivation. 
Disputes 
have 
even arisen as to its exact location. 


The women of Kansas have deter- 
mined to search out every foot of the 
old trail before it is too late to secure 
the testimony of living v/itnesses, and 
to place at every mile a stone 
post 
which shall bear the ligure -of the old 
canvas-stopped "prairie-schooner." 
It 
is hoped that the women or the legis- 
latures of other states will continue 
the work. 


The Oregon Trail, from Indianapolis 
to The Dalles, is also to be marked. 
Over this route the settlers of the 
great Pacific 
Northwest 
passed 
to 
their nev/ homes. 


In the Southwest a plan is on foot 
to make a state road of the old "Cam- 
Ino Real," over which the Jesuit mis- 
sion-builders pushed 
northward and 
eastward 
from Mexico to trade with 
and convert the Indians. 


The story of these great trails is an 
epic. In distances travelled and In the 
number of travellers they are as im- 
porta.nt in the history of the world as 
those now long-forgotten routes In the 
Old World, over which men of other 
'races migrated, or marched 
to con- 
quest, or conducted caravans of trade.

ously, "honesty is the best policy," as well as the most agreeable part that 
honorable men can play. So it is now everywhere easier for honest Impulses 
and suggestions to prevail In all matters relating to* tho conduct of business. 


The most conspicuous exposure that has taken place Is, of course, that 
which "was pre;Cipitated by certain insurance imbroglios; and there was good 
fortune in the fact that these exposures, almost more than any other pos- 
sible ones, touched individual Interests well-nigh Infinite In extent. The les- 
son of common honesty has therefore been carried Into every family In tho 
entire country where exist responsibility and thrift. Every man in the busi- 
ness world Is now watching his neighbor; better thai; that, he Is watching 
himself—taking to himself all sorts of warnings; making to himself all kinds 
of good resolutions; witnessing and taking part In a revival of applied ethics, 
not only In the community, but In his own heart. 


Indeed, nowadays such a searching of souls, and such a stern 
application of higher standards, that there is almost danger that Judges them- 
selves will "staiid up so straight" that they may fall backward into the pool 
of Judicial demagogy.

Infected clotUn^ should ne^er be washed with any other. 
Tho disease 
haji been trapsmlited in this way. A bouquet .of ftower« that was sent from 
u. Jicarlet fever room to a hospliul carried the disease.—Good Housekeeping.

The women of Kansas have deter­ 
mined to search out every foot of the 
old trail before it is too late to secure 
the testimony of living witnesses, and 
to place at every mile a stone post 
which shall bear the figure -of the old 
canvas-stopped “prairie-schooner.”

is hoped that the women or the legis­ 
latures of other states will continue 
the work, 


The Oregon Trail, from Indianapolis 
to The Dalles, is also to be marked. 
Over this route the settlers of the 
great Pacific 
Northwest 
passed 
to 
their new homes. 


In the Southwest a plan is on foot 
to make a state road of the old “Cam- 
ino Real,” over which the Jesuit mis- 
sion-builders pushed northward and 
eastward from Mexico to trade with 
and convert the Indians. 


The story of these great trails is an 
epic. In distances travelled and in the 
number of travellers they are as im­ 
portant in the history of the world as 
those now long-forgotten routes in the 
Old World, over which men of other 
races migrated, or marched to con­ 
quest, or conducted caravans of trade.

It is evident that if such ethical questions as he, for 
many unhappy years, decided according to unfortunate custom, could reach 
his authority again, after a period of exposure and retribution such as has 
just taken place, he would not hesitate to declare to his associates that, obvi-. 
ously, “honesty is the best policy,” as well as the most agreeable part that 
honorable men can play. So it is now everywhere easier for honest impulses 
and suggestions to prevail in all matters relating to* tho conduct of business. 


The most conspicuous exposure that has taken place is, of course, that 
which was precipitated by certain insurance imbroglios; and there was good 
fortune in the fact that these exposures, almost more than any other pos­ 
sible ones, touched individual interests Well-nigh infinite in extent. The les­ 
son of common honesty has therefore been carried into every family in the 
entire country where exist responsibility and thrift. Every man in the busi­ 
ness world is now watching his neighbor; better than that, he is watching 
himself—taking to himself all sorts of warnings; making to himself all kinds 
of good resolutions; witnessing and taking part in a revival of applied ethics, 
not only in the community, but in his own heart. 


There is, indeed, nowadays such a searching of souls, and such a stern 
application of higher standards, that there is almost danger that judges them­ 
selves will “stand up so straight” that they may fall backward into the pool 
of judicial dejmagogy, But the searching will go on; and, on the whole, its 
dangers are f$w, while its benefits will be many and immense.

In a few days they were stricken with this 
dread disease. 
The ease with which this disease is disseminated is appall­ 
ing,

airing of bed clothing in a window. 


Infected clothing should ne^er be washed with any other. 
The disease 
ha* been transmitted in this way. A bouquet .of flowers that was sent from 
a scarlet fever room to a hospital carried the disease.—Good Housekeeping.

When things were 


TAX FORTUNES, SAYS CARNEGIE. 


Predict* Day Wben to Make Money 


Will Be Deemed Ignoble. 


The London .Review of Reviews 


prints a striking'article by Andrew 
Carnegie entitled "My Partners, the 
People." Mr. Carnegie expresses the 
belief that a millionaire ought to 
share his wealth with the poor, but 
with the limitation that his fortune 
should not be divided before the mil- I 
lionaire's death.

plorable condition, its cleaning will 
be no hardship.

Remove one piece at a. time from 


the suds, poifsh it at once and drop 
into very hot clean water. 


When ready to dry take only ona 


piece at a time from tae hot water, 
dry at once, and polish with chamois 
skin or flannel. 


This method is much better than 


heaping the wet silver on a tray, to 
get cold before dried. 


Silver not in general use should be 


wrapped in white tissue paper and 
£ept in a canton flannel bag. 


A special kind of tissue paper and 


flannel for this purpose can be bought 
it a reliable silversmith's. 


Mark each bag plainlj- with its con- 


tents.

Among diiTicultles of travel 
wo 
found that our boys had not the 
slightest idea of distance either in 
miles or hours. 
At times it was ex- 
tremely irritating, but there was no 
help for it. 
A native can only cal- 
culate by the sun. 
He will point to 
the sky and say: "When the sun Is 
there we shall get to water." 
And If 
one is traveling continuously he is 
generally right. 
But an outspan at 
once upsets tho calculation. 
How 
often 
did 
we 
ask 
"Metslekae?" 
(Where Is the water?) and receive 
the invariable answer: "Not so very 
far," or "Very far," the only two 
modes of expressing distance known 
to him. 


In this way we journeyed on slow- 
ly through the sultry and dusty coun- 
try spending the mornings and even- 
ings shooting in the bush. 
It was a 
land of few attractions, and yet in 
the cool light of the morning, or when 
its barren brownness was hidden by 
the warm glow of the setting sun, it 
was almost beautiful. 
Bird life was 
plentiful and we always enjoyed the 
luxury of fresh pheasant and par- 
tridge—a luxury to which Johannes- 
burg, under the tyranny of cold stor- 
age, is a stranger. 
Partridges, na- 
maquas and shrimpies (a little par- 
tridge—a great delicacy), redheaded 
pheasants, 
korhaan, 
guinea 
fowls, 
were to be found everywhere, and 
sometimes we saw a paauw Steinbuck 
and duiker (phuduhudu in Bechna- 
na) were plentiful, too, but we saw 
no larger game. 


For days we traveled on through 
the wach-een-beetje thorn busb. Cur- 
iously 
enough, 
this 
bush, 
which 
spreads unbroken over so vast a por- 
tion of South Africa, seems to the 
travelers to be always subtly chang- 
ing in character. 
Now it Is so thick, 
that one can see only a few yards; 
now it breaks into a park-like coun- 
try; then again the bushes are for a 
mile or two only a few feet high, and 
a little further on the timber is of 
quite a decent size. 
And yet 
to 
travel on through it for days is mo- 
notonously dreary, and its ugliness 
and unattractlveness makes it after 
a time appear almost as a personal 
enemy. 


And after all this feeling is not so 
far wrong, for surely this is the land 
"where life has death for neighbor 
—a neighbor ready to greet any one 
who may wander alone into his do- 
main. 
If a man is inexperienced and 
unless he possesses a singularly good 
bump of locality, it is about ten to 
one that in half an hour he is hope- 
lessly lost. 
It is impossible to imag- 
ine how easy It is to lose one's bear- 
ings, and I never ceased to marvel at 
the instinct which led the natives to 
go back straight to the camp. 
But 
not every native has this instinct. 


To be one of us he must have been 
born and bred in the bush. 
The na- 
tives of the mountains in the Zout- 
pansberg district are worse than use- 
less in the bush of the low country, 
and the Basuto police sometimes lose 
themselves in tho Kalahari. Not long 
ago a Basutoi^was lost pursuing a 
wounded wildebeest, and M'as found 
a fev/ days afterward with his head 
gnawed off by the .-^ackals. 


I can imagine no more awful fate 
than to be lost in tho bush. 
In the 
open country, on the great 
plains 
and under God's dear sky,'hope and 
resolution would be loath to desert 
one. 
But here "leaden-eyed despair" 
would quickly come. 
A man would 
have to be of stubborn stufl!, indeed, 
who would not be bowed down by 
the awful sense of impenetrableness 
and hopelessness with 
which 
this 
country Alls the mind. 


To one born and bred in an open 
land it is tho feeling of the never- 
endingness of the bush that appals, 
the feeling, too. that man's wits are 
here of no avail, that water may be 
within a few yards—perhaps the only 
water for many miles—and yet there 
bo no mark to guide ono to It. 
The 
waterlessness, the lonely sllcnce of 
the 
country 
tho stunted, 
gnarled 
branches of the eternal thorn bush, 
always 
oppressed 
my 
imagination 
with the same thought—that surely 
this was a land on which God's curse 
had suddenly descended, turning it, 
perhaps, from a land growing and'

prints a striking article by Andrew 
Carnogio entitled "My Partners, tho 
People." 
Mr. Carnegie expresses tho 
belief that a mllllonairo ought to 
sharo his wealth with tho poor, but 
with tho limitation that his fortune 
should not be divided before tho mil- 
lionaire's (loath. 
THon tho commu- 
nity should exact a large sharo, grad-- 
uated In increasing proportion to tho 
extent of tho dead man's wealth. 


After advocating tho British grad- 
uated death duties as a basis for dis- 
tribution, Mr. Carnegie Says: 


'*Such contributions from tho own- 
ers of onormous fortunes at their 
death would do much to reconcile 
dissatisfied but fair minded people to 
tho alarmingly unequal distribution 
of wealth arising from tho new indus- 
trial conditions of our day. Wo shall 
ultimately have to consider tho adop- 
tion of some such scheme as a pro- 
gressive tax on all fortunes beyond a 
certain amount, either given In llfo 
or bequeathed at death, so that it 
will be impossible for the owners of 
enormous fortunes to hand no more 
than a certain amount to any individ- 
ual.»' 


Mr, Carnegio humbly deprecates 
the claim of tho merely wealthy to 
fame. 
They have no place with edu- 
cated men, and they occupy a lower 
plane intellectually. 
In tho coming 
day brains will stand above dollars, 
and conduct above both. 
The mak- 
ing of money as an aim will then bo 
rated as an ignoblo ambition.

Among difficulties of travel wo 
found that our boys had not the 
slightest idea of distance either in 
miles or hours.

(Where is the water?) and receive 
the invariable answer: “Not so very 
far,” or “Very far,” the only two 
modes of expressing distance known 
to him. 


In this way we journeyed on slow­ 
ly through the sultry and dusty coun­ 
try spending the mornings and even­ 
ings shooting in the bush. 
It was a 
land of few attractions, and yet in 
the cool light of the morning, or when 
its barren brownness was hidden by 
the warm glow of the setting sun, it 
was almost beautiful.

which 
spreads unbroken over so vast a por­ 
tion of South Africa, seems to the 
travelers to be always subtly chang­ 
ing in character. 
Now it is so thick 
that one can see only a few yards; 
now it breaks into a park-like coun­ 
try; then again the bushes are for a 
mile or two only a few feet high, and 
a little further on the timber is of 
quite a decent size. 
And yet to 
travel on through it for days is mo­ 
notonously dreary, and its ugliness 
and unattractiveness makes it after 
a time appear almost as a personal 
enemy. 


And after all this feeling is not so 
far wrong, for surely this is the land

But 
not every native has this instinct. 


To be one of us he must have been 
born and bred in the bush. 
The na­ 
tives of the mountains in the Zout- 
pansberg district are worse than use­ 
less in the bush of the low country, 
and the Basuto police sometimes lose 
themselves in the Kalahari. Not long 
ago a Basuto^was lost pursuing a 
wounded wildebeest, and was found 
a few days afterward with his head 
gnawed off by the jackals. 


I can imagine no more awful fate 
than to be lost in the bush. 
In the 
open country, on the great plains 
and under God’s clear sky, hope and 
resolution would be loath to desert 
one. 
But here “leaden-eyed despair” 
would quickly come. 
A man would 
have to be of stubborn stuff, indeed, 
who would not be bowed down by 
the awful senso of impenetrableness 
and hopelessness with 
which 
this 
country fills the mind.

with the same thought— that surely 
this was a land on which God's curse 
had suddenly descended, turning it,

TAX FORTUNES* SAYS CARNEGIE. 


Predicts Day AVhen to Muko Money 
Will Bo Deemed Ignoble* 


Tho London Review of Reviews 
prints a striking articlo by Andrew 
Carnegie entitled “My Partners, tho 
People.” 
Mr. Carnegie expresses tho 
belief that a millionaire ought to 
sharo his wealth with tho poor, but 
with tho limitation that his fortune 
should not be divided before tho mil­ 
lionaire's death, 
THon the commu­ 
nity should exact a largo sharo, grad-* 
uated in Increasing proportion to tho 
extent of tho dead m an’s wealth. 


After advocating tho British grad­ 
uated death duties as a basis for dis­ 
tribution, Mr, Carnegie says: 


“Such contributions from tho own­ 
ers of enormous fortunes a t their 
death would do much to reconcilo 
dissatisfied but fair minded peoplo to 
tho alarmingly unequal distribution 
of wealth arising from the new indus­ 
trial conditions of our day. We shall 
ultimately have to consider tho adop­ 
tion of some such scheme as a pro­ 
gressive tax on all fortunes beyond a 
certain amount, either given in life 
or bequeathed at death, so that it 
will be impossible for the ownors of 
enormous fortunes to hand no more 
than a certain amount to any individ­ 
ual.” 


Mr. Carnegio humbly deprecates 
the claim of tho merely wealthy to 
fame. 
They have no place with edu­ 
cated men, and they occupy a lower 
plane intellectually. 
In tho coming 
day brains will stand above dollars, 
and conduct above both. 
The m ak­ 
ing of money as an aim will then be 
rated as an ignoblo ambition.

RECIPES. 


Gingerbread—Half cup sugaV, 1-2 
cup molasses, 1-2 cup sour milk, 1 
large spoon lard of butter, I teaspoon 
soda, 1 teaspoon ginger, 2 cups flour. 
After all aro mixed add 1 well beaten 
egg. 


Egg Tarts.—Line small deep gem 
pans with a rich pastry and partly 
fill them with the following mixture. 
Ono egg well beaten with a cup of 
light-brown sugar; then add a table­ 
spoon of vinegar. Bako until crust is 
well browned then the filling will be 
done. This recipe makes about a doz­ 
en tarts. 


Soda Crackers—Sift 
together one 
quart flour, ono teaspoonful soda and 
half a teaspoonful salt. Rub into this 
one 
«tablespoonful 
lard and 
butter 
mixed, using the tips of the fingers, 
beat one egg and add, together with 
butter and milk, enough to make a 
very stiff paste. Beat until light and 
blistered. 
Roll rather thin, cut into 
squares, prick »wflth a fiork and hake 
in a hot oven. 


Milk Biscuit.—Put Into a saucepan 
one half cup milk and a tablespoon­ 
ful butter, and set on the stove to 
warm. Sift together half a pound flour 
and a teaspoonfull baking powder, 
and pour into it tho hot milk. 
Mix 
into a smooth, stiff paste, then with 
a floured rolling pin, roll into as thin 
a sheet as possible. 
Cut into small 
rounds and bake about twenty min­ 
utes in a very hot oven. 


Macaroni Italian Style.—Put three- 
fourths of a pound of macaroni with­ 
out breaking into boiling salted water 
and cook 
twenty 
minutes or until 
done. Drain and put into a saucepan 
with one gill of tomato sauce and a 
quarter 
pound 
grated 
Parmesan 
cheese. 
Season 
with 
nutmeg 
and 
pepper to taste and cook slowly for 
ten minutes, tossing frequently. 
Ar­ 
range on a hot dish and serve with 
crated cheese separately. 


THE FAMiILY SILVER. 


In the first place, keop it bright. 
If never allowed to get into a de­ 
plorable condition, its cleaning will 
be no liardship. 


Regularly onco a week wash it 
thoroughly In very hot soaipsuds. 


Remove oi\e piece at a time ¡from 
the suds, polish It at onco and drop 
into very hot clean water. 


When ready to dry take only one 
piece at a time from the hot water, 
dry at once, and polish with chamois 
skin or flannel. 


This method Is much better than 
heaping the wet silver on a tray, to 
get cold before dried. 


Silver not in general use should be 
wrapped in white tissue paper and 
fcept in a canton flannel foag. 


A s-pecial kind of tissue paper and 
flannel for this purpose can be bought 
it a reliable silversmith's, 


Mark each bag plainly with its con­ 
tents. 


When wanted silver kopt thl* way 
will always be found bright.
